In- 
dustry here is diversified and the small 
plants in St. Louis form the backbone 
of its industrial economy. 

When war strikes, as it struck in 
Korea last June, and the process 


for the conversion of the nation’s ine 


dustry from the production of peace- 
time implements to the implements of 
war, the small plant suffers. Small 
plants, deprived of war contracts, and 
with their civilian production curtailed 
by raw material allocations, face serious 
set-back and even shut-down. 


That tends to create monopolies and 
very adversely effects the national econ- 
omy. Furthermore, in total war the 
industrial production basis should be 
broad—as broad as the whole country. 

When a small St. Louls industrial 
plant is now faced With production cur- 
tailment, it clamors for a war contract, 
or a sub-contract, as an individual 
entity. 

Failing to get either, it calls on its 
Congressman or Senator, hoping for 
relief from Washington. Why shouldn't 
it seek relief right here in St. Louis? 


The City of St. Louis, not just the 
Chamber of Commerce and the various 
industry associations, is vitally con- 
cerned with the welfare of its citizens. 
It is concerned with their jobs, their 
housing and their contributions to the 
preparedness effort. We have a_ Di- 
rector of Civilian Defense. Why not a 
Director of Small Business Survival? 
Certainly St. Louis has a problem re- 
specting that survival, the solution of 
which is becoming increasingly im- 
perative.

Treaty for Japan 
Now that John Foster Dulles is back from his 
mission to Tokyo, it seems that a peace treaty 


for Japan will have to be negotiated with the 


Even though the restoration of Japanese sov- 
ereignty would make possible a reversal of the 
democratic reforms introduced since the war's 
end, the general desirability of a peace treaty is 
acknowledged. The hope is that Japan would 
not drift back toward absolutism, except under 
the pressure of severe economic distress. 


But can such distress be averted? Since 1941, 
the country’s population has increased by 10,- 
000,000 to a total of 84,000,000. And Japan has 
lost the territory and resources of Manchuria, 
Korea, Formosa, lower Sakhalin, the Kuriles and 
the Ryukyus. Further, the nation has lost its best 
customers—especially China. Japan’s economy 
was desperate before the war. If American 
support were ended, what would it be under 
these more difficult conditions? 


This 4s where Britain and our other allies 
come in. London especially fears unrestricted 
Japanese competition in shipbuilding and tex- 
tiles. Australia and New Zealand fear not only 
economic competition, but also a revival of 
Japanese militarism and a frenzied effort to 
build a new “co-prosperity sphere.” The Philip- 
pines want to collect at least eight billion 
dollars in reparations for wartime damage done 
by the Japanese. There is sey wep difficulty 
that Russia and Red China Mmsist on having a 
voice regarding a peace treaty. After all, the 
Reds blocked a pact in 1947. 

Mr. Dulles hopes to by-pass such Communist 
demands by avoiding a general Far Eastern 
peace conference. He would draw up a bilateral 
treaty to be signed by Japan and the United 
States with other nations adding their signatures 
one after another. This plan seems feasible if 
Britain and the Pacific nations will accept it. 

However, the price of acceptance probably 


* will be American guarantees of their security. 


Hence the talk of a Pacific defense pact similar 
to that of the Atlantic Union, or of a Pacific 
Monroe Doctrine. 

As for reparations, Mr. Dulles has ruled them 
out since they would either preclude Japanese 
economic recovery, or would have to be paid 
indirectly by the United States which already 
has poured 2 billion dollars into postwar Japan. 

Gen. MacArthur supports the proposed Dulles 
treaty. He is already discussing with the Japa- 
nese such details as the location of long-term 
American military bases. Mr. Dulles himself 
has visited the Pacific capitals in an effort to 
win their approval, and he is undertaking dis- 
cussions with Great Britain. 


One of his strongest arguments will be that a 
free and prosperous Japan will be a barrier to 
Communist expansion in the Orient. Japan will 
have to be helped to its feet if it is not to 
remain indefinitely a costly American depend- 
ency. The economic difficulties to be overcome 
are even more difficult than the military and 
diplomatic problems. The lifting will not be easy. 
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Any Chance to Beat the Indians? 


Given their first chance to elect their leaders 
as the white men do, 75 per cent of the eligible 
Navajo Indian voters marked their ballots., Some 
traveled 60 miles on horseback to do so. 

In St. Louis today, 90,000 voters are expected 
to turn out for the primaries in which they will 
choose congressional candidates in the Eleventh 
District, as well as candidates for President of 
the Board of Aldermen, and for board member- 
ship in the even-numbered wards.

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Better Benefits for the Jobless 

After weeks of argument and compromise, 
representatives of labor and industry have 
agreed on revision of Missouri’s unemployment 
compensation law, and it has been approved by 
a Senate committee. 

The measure would increase unemployment 
insurance benefits, and still reduce the employer 
taxes which support the program. Specifically, 
it would increase maximum payments to the job- 
less from $20 to $25 a week, and maximum dura- 
tion from 20 to 24 weeks, while employer pay- 
ments would be cut an average of 40 per cent. 
This was possible because the reserve fund has 
grown to $198,000,000, nearly 50 millions more 
than the amount considered adequate. 

For a long time industry members of the Gov- 
ernor’s advisory committee were critical of de- 
tails of the measure, and many of these. were 
changed. Certainly the bill is not especially 
pro-labor, for two-thirds of the states have pro- 
vided better benefits than Missouri. This meas- 
ure will permit Missouri to catch up with the 
others. It represents a sincere effort by indus- 
try and labor to co-operate for mutual benefit. 
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The Schools Overlook Russia 


No other country outside his own affects the 
growing American child so much as the Soviet 
Union. The decision whether he is to live at 
peace or at war rests primarily with that coun- 
try. If peace is Russia's choice, it will be at 
least partly because Americans knew enough 
about Russia to cope with it. If war is the

It is a safe bet that the Soviet Union's new 


cent of it is earmarked for military spending 
here and abroad. The differential is a measure 
of the West's alarm at recent international de- 
velopments, especially the invasion of Korea. 
The West held its atms expenditures down in 
the years immediately after the war, and is now 
trying to catch up in a hurry. 

Stalin said not long ago that Russia is devot- 
ing an increasingly large share of its resources 
to peaceful reconstruction. Yet his own budget 
now shows a smaller share going to peaceful 
purposes than last year. 

Even if one credited the Soviet Union with 
the peaceful intentions which it professes, its 
military expenditures would doubtless go up as 
long as ours go up, and vice versa. That is the 
meaning of an armaments race. As Ambassador 
Jessup said in Paris, the West is afraid to disarm 
unless Russia does. And Russia may be pre- 
sumed to be afraid to disarm unless we do. 

Which lends more emphasis than ever to the 
negotiations going on in Paris. There is no way 
to cut the Gordian knot of the armaments race 
except by settlement of the basic causes of inter- 
national tension. If the Paris negotiators can 
take a step in that direction, they will serve the 
people on all sides of all curtains.

Hoodlumism in the Textile Mills 

A serious breakdown of local law enforce- 
ment in many Southern textile communities is 
perhaps the blackest part of the conditions re- 
ported by a Senate subcoriitmittee investigating 
labor-management relations. 

Espionage, terrorism, suppression of the rights 
of assembly and free speech, kidnaping and 


‘gunplay have been used, the investigators re- 


ported, to block unionization of Southern textile 
workers. They were used effectively, too, for 


selé-organization and collective bargaining are © 


steadily losing ground. 

From the standpoint of legislation, the trou- 
ble lies with the slow motion of the Taft-Hartley 
provisions for the redress of unfair practices, 
the investigators conclude. The average case 
consumes 480 days, and when a decision is an- 
nounced the employers proceed to repeat the 
selfsame violations for another 480 days during 
which the mills of the NLRB grind, and so ad 
infinitum. Senator Morse of Oregon described 
this process by saying “the rights of labor are 
lynched by means of fantastic red tape.” The 
subcommittee has several suggestions to remedy 
this defect in the law. 


A still more deplorable defect, about which 
there ought to be some concrete recommenda- 


tions also, is the failure of law enforcement au-. 


thorities in the communities involved to enforce 
the law. The committee has the names of the 
offending companies and their case histories. 
How about naming also’ as many as possible of 
the faithless officers of the law who have evi- 
dently looked the other way? Can “the leading 
citizens” of a community, headed by a “distin- 
guished lawyer,” such as Senator Morse says 
composed the anti-union vigilantes at Tallapoosa, 
Ga., immobilize the law while a mob breaks 
into a union organizer’s room, forcibly carries 
her out of town, and pitches her into the road 
with a warning to stay out? 

Some of the same sort of searing publicity 
which the Kefauver committee gave to derelict 
Illinois. sheriffs at its open hearings in St. Louis 
recently might, as a beginning, tend to discour- 
age the use of hoodlumism against workers. 
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School Tax and School Reform 


A tax increase of 14 cents on $100 of valuation 
has been recommended by the finance commit- 
tee of the Board of Education. This is roughly 
in line with the suggestions of the Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee which called for a 13-cent 
increase in 1952, 15 cents in 2953, and 16 cents 
in 1954. The 14-cent inficrease would raise the 
St. Louis rate from 89 cents to $1.03, still much, 
much less than the rates in many St. Louis 
suburbs. : 

There is no question about the need for this 
extra money. According to present estimates, it 
would bring in about $33,000 more than operat- 
ing expenses in the school year of 1951-52, but 
already it seems insufficient to avoid a deficit 
the following year. The money is needed pri- 
marily to bring teachers’ pay and pensions a 
little closer to today’s inflated living costs. If 
this is not done, St. Louis may face the predica- 
ment of finding that competent teachers simply 
cannot afford to educate its children. 

The proposed tax increase is to be considered 
by the board at a special meeting. It must, of 
course, also be approved by the voters in a spe- 
cial election which probably will be held in 
time to meef the May 15 deadline for taxes to 
be collected next fall. On the same day voters 
probably also will be requested to approve a 
bond issue for badly needed improvements in 
the physical plant of the school system. 

One way in which the board can enlist com- 
munity support for these revenues is to demon- 
strate that the money will be carefully spent.

Business men of that country believe in the system but know its 
faults; they regard greed as the foremost; bigness is undesirable, 
they think; do not object to competition buf survival in this day, 
they hold, requires acceptance cf “rule of generous conduct.” 


From “The Secret of Switzerland,” a Brochure Published 
by Louis Brandt et Frere S. A. Omega Watch Co. 


The Swiss businessman is an individual- 
ist and a liberal. He believes that capi- 
talism is the freest, and therefore the 
best, system yet devised for the distribu- 
tion of material things among men. 

But he is also a disciplined man, and 
he believes that business without self- 
control is as dangerous as a man who 
cannot control his passions. 

He believes that socialism arose to com- 
bat the undisciplined behavior of capital- 
ism, and that if every organism within the 
capitalist system could be induced, or 
forced, to contfol itself, socialism would 
wither away like the socialist’s dream of 
the socialist state. . 

He is aware of many faults of capitalism 
as now practiced, and he is against them. 
The first of these is greed. 

The liberal Swiss businessman.is against 
bigness. He is against it, not because his 
own business is comparatively small, but 
for one reason, because he sees bigness 
as essentially smallness, since the monopo- 
list will drive competitors out of business, 
thereby reducing both the size and effi- 
ciency of his industry. 


Safety in Many Companies 


Competition of quality, our liberal 
thinks, brings efficiency and a fair deal 
to the public. 

He will also point out that there is 
safety in many units. If Switzerland had 
three watch companies, .as the United 
States has, a mistake by one of them could 
easily ruin the reputation of Swiss watches 
for years. Instead, it has 750 manufac- 
turers, and if one of them should put out 
an inferior product that one alone would 
suffer. 

Our liberal is against centralization of 
authority, which often goes with bigness. 
He lets his technicians tell him how to 
put watches together and his agents tell 
him how to sell them. 


Bureaucracy in Bigness 


In the bigger companies agents all 
over the world set sales policies for their 
own countries, instead of being ordered 
about by the home office. Thus, if an 
agent makes a mistake, he suffers for it; 
the company suffers in small proportion: 
agents in other countries suffer not at 
all. If the company had made a mistake, 
and imposed it on all its agents, company 
and agents might all have been out of 
business before they knew what was hap- 
pening. 

The liberal believes in staying in busi- 


trust bigness. Where thousands of people 
are needed to keep an office running, 
friction induces waste. 

Swiss watchmakers are not complacent 
about the possibility of future competition 
in a product in whose manufacture they 
have never yet been equalled. France, 
for instance, with her skilled méticulous 
workmen, may one day produce a fine 
watch industry. 

But the Swiss make little effort to 
guard their secrets, or to prevent the 
hiring of their craftsmen abroad; they even 
sell or lend their watchmaking machinery 
to anybody who is able to pay for it. 

They believe that there is room in the 
world for many more fine watches than 


are now made, and they believe that they' 


have the brains and the skill always to 
make their fair share. They only- object 
to tariffs that they consider unfair. 


The Limits of Capitalism 


It is supposed to be difficult to defend 
capitalism without defending all its prac- 
tices. That seems to the Swiss careless 
thinking. 

The capitalism of audacious, and some- 
times dishonest, combinations is an eco- 
nomic power, often wielded by men who 
have no title to it but their audacity; the 
Swiss is opposed to this kind of power. 


He is also opposed to capitalism as a -° 


political power. 

The aim of capital is to encourage pro- 
duction, to employ labor without sub- 
jugation. en it ‘stays within the limits 
of its definition, the Swiss is its staunch- 
est defender. 

The Swiss believes in a synthesis that 
takes its method from capitalism, and 
from socialism the notion of the broth- 
erhood of man and the gradual disappear- 
ance of authority. This he calls true lib- 
eralism. 


Artisans, Not Laborers 


The Swiss watchmaker works as an ar- 
tisan, not a laborer. He works in a factory, 
it is true, but with all the freedom he 
would enjoy in his own small shop. In the 
summer the entire watch industry shuts 
down while managers and workers take 
their vacations at the same time. 

The Swiss are not known as dreamers. 
If they put the good name of their country 
and the good neighborliness of its citi- 
zens ahead of profit, it is because this 
has proved not only patriotic, but profit-

The Soviet government knows 
that if it came to war, its prin- 
cipal antagonist would be the 
United States. It knows that 
North America is for all practi- 
cal purposes at the present time 
a base which cannot be con- 
quered or destroyed, yet from it 
immensely destructive blows can 
be launched against the heart of 
the Russian Empire. 


Power to Deter. 


Though Russia were able to 
survive these blows, though the 
Red Army were able to seize 
hostages and to obtain compen- 
sation in Europe, the fact would 
remain that North America could 
not be defeated. Therefore we in 
North America would decide how 
long the war should continue. 

The problem of our diplomacy 
is to use but not to abuse this 
fundamental advantage. The ad- 
vantage in our favor can be 
abused, and it can be squandered, 
if we misunderstand the nature 
of our power and miscalculate the 
balance of forces between the 
Soviet Union and the Atlantic 
community. 

The power we possess is the 
power to deter. That is a great 
power—provided that we do not 
forget that the power to deter is 


a limited power. It is by no means |do. 
an absolute |jwhich may trouble mankind for 


an unlimited and 
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a clear alternative to 
war. That alternative must neces- 
sarily be negotiated settlements 
in which the survival of the So- 
viet government and the security 
of Russia are not at stake.

Territory Not Ideas. 


The critical question in any 
armistice is how much territory is 
to remain under the military con- 
trol of the two opposing forces. 
That is the paramount question 
at issue between Russia and the 
West which must be settled by 
agreement or by war. How much 
of Europe beyond the frontiers 
of the Soviet Union is to continue 
to be occupied by the Red Army? 
That is the question on which 
there is going to be a showdown. 


The question we are dealing 
with is not what Marx and Lenin 
taught, not what Stalin and Molo- 
tov believe, not what Communists 
everywhere hope and conspire to

plied or approved by your Con- 
gressmen. 


These biographies show that 
most of them were born in the 
state they now represent. This 
is especially true of the South. All 
of Alabama's Senators and Con- 


gressmen, for example, were born | 


in Alabama. 

But the rest of the country 
favors home-grown products, too. 
A surprisingly large number of 
Congressmen are people who nev- 
er left home. 

Most of the biographies are 
prosaic. Parents, schooling, mil- 
itary service, the innumerabie or- 
ganizations they have joined. 

Occasional Flashes. 

But occasionally there are 
flashes of other triumphs, often 
far removed from legislative life. 

Take Representative McMullen 
(Dem.), Florida. He uses only 13 
lines to tell the story of his life 
yet manages

At the same time, Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer asserted that 
in the current situation “it seems 
desirable to exercise some re- 
straint in our normal tendency as 
Americans to tell everything we 
know.” For this purpose, he sug- 
gested a voluntary security code 
among publishers to prevent vital 
defense information from reach- 
ing “our potential enemies.”

: “Experience from the days of 
Gutenberg down to the most mod- [ 
ern presses upon which our great- 
est newspapers are printed has 
shown that there is no such thing 
as a good and sound press if it 
is coerced in its freedom of opin- 
ion and its right to print the news 
is, in any way inhibited or cur- 
tailed. 

“Newspaper enjoying unlimited 
freedom from Government inter- 
ference can be, have been, and 
are, some of them, vile and dis- 
honorable beyond all understand- 
ing, but no newspaper is as dan- 
Zerous to a society, as basically 
venal and pusillanimous as a 
newspaper subject to Government 
eensorship and control in totali- 
tarian style and manner.

There will 
be no such censorship even if the 
tiny group of malcontents who 
traduce your Government from 
day to day were to increase and 
intensify their output twenty-fold. 

“For the glowing and hearten- 
ing truth remains that a free 
press has been a notably his- 
toric success in the United States 
and that the American newspaper, 
the good of it and the bad of it, 
in this city ahd in many other 
cities, is a thing of pride. 

“I think it can fairly be said 
that the American newspaper has 
lived up to its responsibilities by 
constantly improving standards, 
and by integrity at least on a 
level with and sometimes superior 
to other fields of endeavor—such 
as. shall we say, the law and 
politics.” 

Secretary Sawyer said, however, 
that in this period of military

Margaret Truman's 
Career as a Singer 


By John Crosby 
NEW YORK, March 9. 


WAS one of the 10,000,000 or so Americans 

| privileged to hear the professional debut of 
Margaret Truman with the Detroit Symphony 
Orchestra on March 16, 1947, which was broad- 
cast over the Ameri- 
can Broadcasting Co. 
Miss Truman was dis- 
creetly introduced 
then as a young 
American soprano 
from Washington who 
was born in Missouri. 
It was the policy of 
the Detroit Symphony 
Orchestra, declared 
the announcer, to en- 
courage promising 
young American sing- 
ers and that, he im- 
plied, was why Miss 
i a was there. 
- here was no mention 

MARGARET TRUMAN of the fact that Miss 
Truman lived at 1600 Pennsylvania avenue or 
that it was a Page 1 story or that some 50 news- 
paper men were sent to Detroit to cover the 
debut of this promising young singer from Wash- 
ington. 
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MISS TRUMAN (who will sing in St. Louis Sun- 
tiay afternoon) then stepped to the microphone and 
delivered herself of “Cielito Lindo” and “The Last 
Rose of Summer” in a voice which appeared to 
lack any inherent sweeiness and which she had 
great trouble controlling. She was repeatedly off 
pitch and, though she was reputed to possess a 
range of three octaves, there was considerable un- 
certainty in the lower registers and decided evi- 
dences of strain in the upper registers. In gen- 
eral, the critics sidestepped the voice, praised Miss 
Truman for her poise and charm onstage, and re- 
served judgment. 

- * * 


THAT WAS FOUR YEARS AGO. Since then. 
Miss Truman's voice has become a sort of national 
joke, a little too thoroughly exploited in “Call 
“Mie Madam”; she has been on scores of concert 
stages, has turned out an album of folk songs 
and may earn ‘according to Time) pretty close 
to $100,000 this year. Altogether, it’s quite a 
success story. 

Meanwhile, the reticence which cloaked her 
first radio appearance has almost entirely van- 
ished. Last Sunday, on her second appearance 
on “The Big Show,” there was no effort made 
to conceal Miss Truman’s identity and the prom- 
sing young coloratura flung herself with relish 
sito a blizzard of Truman jokes. 

“You'll be making more money than the Presi- 
sient of the United States,” said Tallulah. 

“A vocalist always makes more than the ac- 
companist,” riposted Miss Margaret. It’s an old, 
old. joke and she handled it with the reverence 
it deserves. She went on to bandy about other 

olitical jokes with Fred Allen, Frankie Laine, 

lerb Shriner and Ethel Merman, displaying a 
comedy technique which might be described as 
early Independence church supper. 


* * * 


SHE ALSO SANG and it’s rather a pity she 
struck a night on which N.B.C. paraded some of 
the best female singers in the game. On “The 
Big Show” was Ethel Merman, one of the truest 
singers anywhere around. Later, on a televised 
salute to Richard Rodgers, you could hear Mary 
Martin and Dorothy Maynor, both real pros. In 
the middle came Miss Truman, filling the Center 
Theater with odious comparisons. The defects in 
the voice observed four years ago are still there 
and pérhaps a little worse. Miss Truman still 
can't seem to hit a note anywhere near the center; 
the voice is harsh, thin and uninteresting and 
still gets into grave troubles in the upper regis- 
ters. 

I just can’t help thinking Miss Truman got on 
the “The Big Show” because she’s the President's 
daughter, a thought which has probably never 
occurred to anyone else—especially the people at 
N.B.C. who booked her. But who, I keep asking 
myself, is betng exploited in this deal? Miss 
Truman? Well, in light of that $100,000 a year, 
you can hardly say she’s being victimized. The 
people of the United States? They keep flocking 
to her concerts, paying good hard money to get 
in. and. as Miss Truman herself has remarked, 
no one has thrown anything yet. 

* * * 

THE CRITICS ARE STILL being extraordinarily 
kind. I doubt that even Mr. Hume, who got 
that Famous Letter, said what was really on his 
mind. It's a wonderfully polite country, America, 
full of infinite possibilities. Any boy can grow 
up to be President and any girl can grow up to 
be his daughter. Whatever else you can say about 
Miss Truman, she has fulfilled that early promise 
rather too well.

Garson Kanin’s sex comedy have been retained for the 
The setting has been expanded from a mammoth suite ‘in 
Washington's Hotel Statler to include a good many Wash- 
ington landmarks as Kanin’s underlying thesis of government 
by the people vs. government by special privilege is under- 
scored. But the shrewd wit of Kanin’s lines, his drawing of 
the principal characters with bold sure strokes, and Miss 
Holliday’s priceless rendition of the best dialogue remain the 
cream of the film. Miss Holliday not only gives Bille, ex- 
chorus girl mistress of Harry Brock, the fabulously wealthy 
junk king, a superb comedy edge, but naivete, likeableness, 
and a touch of pathos; it is subtlety applied to the portrayal 
of a crude and flashy figure. 

Broderick Crawford is adequate as Brock, the hulking, 
ruthless and elementally savage junk king who is used to 
“pushing people around.” But it is entirely on the serious 
side; Brock is made, convincingly enough, a roaring bully. 1 
never saw Paul Douglas in the Broadway production, but | 
imagine, from his screen work, he put more character humor 
into the bellowings of Brock. The role of Paul Verrall, the 
crusading magazine writer, who is engaged to give Billie 
some polish to make her more acceptable in Washington 
circles, has been expanded for William Holden, and he makes 
it a stronger part, more human and less stuffy. Howard St.

Incidentally, 
the Senator whom Brock bought in the play has been turned 
into-a Congressman in the movies—why, 1 don’t know, unless 
Hollywood fears Senate investigating committees more than 
it does those of the House. 

George Cukor’s direction apparently has deliberately al- 
lowed waiting periods for audience laughter after some of 
Miss Holliday’s best lines, the first time to my knowledge 
this has been done on the screen.-It was taking a chance on 
embarrassment if none laughed. But the confidence was 
justified; Miss Holliday’s technique is sure-fire.

A Casper 
Milquetoast of a garden editor (Alec Guinness) is assigned to 
escort them, but constantly loses one or the other of them as 
they are taken in tow, one by a confidence woman (Moira 
Lister) and the other by a wild and drunken Welsh harpist 
(Hugh Griffitth) who went to London to win his fortune but 
ended up singing in the streets. Nobody but the garden 
editor ever sees the game, but the adventures before the 
miners and the harpist are finally back on the night train are 
highly amusing. This is typically British humor, expertly 
performed by all hands.

| Playing Canasta to Win

HEN the opponents have 

made their initial meld and 

unfrozen the pack, and you 
are not able or do not wish to 
make the initial meld for your 
side, your obvious defense is to 
discard a wild card and freeze 
the k. Now it will be almost 
as difficult for them to get it as 
for you to get it. 

But in partnership play it is not 
always desirable to freeze the 
pack yourself. Sometimes it is 
better to let your partner do it. 
That's what partners are for: 

Take this hand: 


Both sides need 120. After 
several rounds, your right-hand 
opponent makes the meld for his 
side with two Jokers. and two 
Jacks. Then he discards a black 
three. 

Now, since you can’t reach the 
120 points needed to make the 
initial meld yourself, you want to 
have the pack frozen so that the 
opponents can’t take it too easily. 


After all, it is frozen for you | 


anyway. 
But you don’t want to freeze it 
yourself, because you don’t want 


to give up a wild card. As long 
as you have both the Joker and 
the deuce, you'll be able to make 
120 if you draw any wild or 
matching card,-or if you can 
match the previous discard with a 
pair. Your partner, however, is 
very unlikely to be able to meld 
120 points, now or in the near 
future. To meld 120 without a 
Joker is very difficult, and with 
three of the four Jokers ac- 
counted for you can hardly hope 
that your partner will have one. 

Of course, any delay in freez- 
ing the pack increases the danger 
of losing it, but for this one play 
you must take the chance. The 
only question, then, is what to 
discard; and it should not be 
either of your unmatched cards. 
The ace is most dangerous, be- 
cause that is the rank your left- 
hand opponent is most likely to 
have saved. The four, unless 
there are several fours in the dis- 
card pile, is less safe than a card 
from one of your pairs. The 
safest course is to pick the pair 
that seems best (depending on 
what has been discarded) and 
break it up. 

You expect that your partner 
will freeze the pack when his turn 
comes, and then you can more 
safely discard your unmatched

Efficiency Tips

OW that everyone must settle down and do even more 
N work and produce more in this emergency, you might 

find useful some tips that busy executives and manu- 
facturers have learned about working efficiently. 

The ‘value of a short break, usually 15 minutes, in work 
during mid-morning and mid-afternoon has been proven in 
several factories. It also applies to office workers and others 
whose jobs are more or less monotonous. This brief rest 
period provides enough time for a cup of coffee and a 
cigarette. 

Incidentally, while one cup of coffee will increase the 
efficiency of a typist, stimulating her to do more work with 
fewer errors, two cups of coffee has the opposite effect. 

oe 

ALTHOUGH THESE mid-morning and mid-afternoon 
breaks or rest periods will increase efficiency and improve 
morale, extending the time taken will sabotage the amount of 
work done. That is, although the greater efficiency and fewer 
errors after a brief rest period more than makes up for the 
work time lost during the rest period, that is not true if the 
rest period extends to 45 minutes or an hour. 

Busy executives and others who carry a heavy mental 
work load—who work hard while on the job and even into 
the night at home—maintain their feeling of well-being and 
efficiency by brief daytime naps. The most popular and per- 
haps the most effective time for these naps are immediately 
after lunch and just before dinner. Such naps offer amazing 
revivifying power even though they are as brief as 15 or 20 
minutes. 

One lawyer who handles a heavy load of corporation 
work has had a long sofa installed in his office. It is long 
enough for him to stretch out on after lunch. He commented 
the other day about how much better he felt and how much 
more work he felt like doing if he stretched out and napped 
for 20 to 30 minutes after lunch each day.

IN A REAL SENSE, these daytime naps add to your sleep- 
bank. Napping before dinner has the additional advantage of 
relaxing you so that you can more fully enjoy and utilize the 
evening meal. It provides a buffer between the day's ten- 
sions and the dinner hour, 

Although it may seem contradictory at first, brief rest 
periods in the mid-morning and mid-afternoon as well as a 
brief nap after lunch or before dinner will help you to do 
more good work as well as feel better.

‘Point Spread’ Started Trouble in Basketball 


There's Nothing New in Gamblers Seeking Sure Thing; 
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Louis to be wagered on a golf 
tournament. The Chicago big shot 
wanted to bet that nobody in the 
tournament would shoot a 65 on 
a certain day of the affair. 

It couldn’t be confirmed, mind 
you, but the story got around 
the course that one golfer ap- 
proached the 18th green with a 
good chance of shooting the 65, 
but that somebody said something 
to him after his- good tee shot. 
The golfer looked up on his next 
shot and dubbed his approach. An 
unconfirmed story, yes, but any- 
how, the golfer missed his 65, 
took a comfortable 66 and the 
Chicago gambler’s $5000 was safe. 

The age-old love of gambling, 
plus the age-old larceny in too 
many hearts, combine of course 
to make it possible to put the fix 
on sports events now and then. 
College basketball, in which there 
now is a most disgusting smell, 
was fairly free from taint or 
suspicion in the old days, when 
mere winning or losing was the 
thing. But when the gamblers 
mulled over ways of getting more 
action on the parlay cards, more 
action in the betting marts and 
they devised the insidious “point 
spread” system. 
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This made it possible for a 
team to win a game and yet lose 
in the betting circle. The point 
system of betting was used first 
on the football parlay cards and 
quickly spread to college basket- 
ball, to keep the gamblers’ busi- 
ness going during the interval be- 
tween the football season and the 
opening of the major league base- 
bal] pennant races. 

There wouldn't be any betting 
action. on a game between, say, 
Bradley University and a low 
scoring, small college team. Brad- 
ley would be favored to win by 
20 or 30 points. So the allegedly 
amateur basketball teams were 
handicapped, just as they handi- 
cap horses. The horse is asked 
to carry extra weight, to even 
things. The basketball team, the 
high-scoring combination, must 
give away points. You wager that 
Bradley will beat little Siwash 
by 20 points. If the score is 68 
to 50, the Bradley boys may think 
they scored a brilliant victory. 
But if you bet on Bradley with 
that 20-point spread, the Bradley 
boys let you down. In your bet- 
ting book they lost the game. 


That’s what made it so easy, of 
course, to get the boys to listen. 
They could be heroes, even all- 
America stars, and still hold down 
the winning score so they could 
win a ball game and a bet at the 
same time, a bet actually against 
their own team, 

About the only surely clean 
thing at the moment is high

This will be a 
lesson, or should be, for the pro- 
fessional coaches and the profes- 
sional college presidents and the 
professional athletic directors, 
who want to pay off stadium and 
field house bonds, the men who 
want to grab all the dough they 
can, but who expect the boys to 
stay amateur. 

Winning basketball games and 
football games has waxed out of 
all reasonable proportion in the 
minds of the coaches, who ac- 
tually and at heart are profes- 
sionals. We know of one basket- 
ball coach who became so en- 
raged when his basketball team 
got a sound tanning only recently 
that he bundled his athletes into 
a bus and departed forthwith, 
in high dudgeon, leaving three 
newspapermen to walk, hitch-hike 
or get back the best they could 
to their home base. Coaches are 
supposed to be character build- 
ers. That particular coach ought 
to devote a couple of scrimmage 
sessions, perhaps a couple of se- 
mesters, to himself. 

Professional baseball has been 
amazingly free from scandal since 
the Black Sox affair of 1919. That 
was another case of larceny in 
too many hearts. Crooked gam- 
blers connived with members of 
the under-paid Chicago Ameri- 
can League club, the White Sox, 
to throw the world series to the 
underdog Cincinnati Reds. 

Eventually the crooked players, 
and perhaps a half-innocent slob 
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congregated at the top of the first 
deck, near the telephone booths, 
from which they laid off 
hedged bets with downtown books. 
In almost every big league park 
there was a gamblers’ section that 
everybody knew about. 
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ROFESSIONAL football also 

has been fairly free from taint 

and suspicion. There was the 
case of Merle Hapes and Frank 
Filchock of the New York foot- 
ball Giants. But the league took 
quick action, suspended the two 
players and no finger has been 
pointed at the pro gridiron game 
since then. However, pro football 
is not a good risk for the tinhorns 


such reckless abandon and play 
such a high scoring game that 
upsets are too frequent. Gamblers 
don't like upsets. There is com- 
paratively little betting on pro- 
fessional football. 


Another thing that helps to 
protect professional baseball from 
the fixers is the difficulty in mak- 
ing sure that a game will be 
thrown. One stout-hearted and 
honest pitcher, like Dickie Kerr 
of the 1919 White Sox, can throw 
a monkey wrench into a fix. And 
the underdog team may be so in- 
ept that it just can’t win. Or the 
fielding chances may not go to 
the players who have promised 
to fumble and throw wild. 


Stiff punishment and constant 
vigilance are the only answers, 
as long as the games are played 
by human beings, and as long as 
that larceny in the hearts per- 
sists. But there shouldn’t be any 
maudlin sympathy for the money- 
hungry, whether they’re poor 
young men who wanted a more 
abundant life, or college presi- 
dents or athletic rs who in 
effect hired those young men for 
so much a month and 
made them play-for-pay guys in 
the first place.

South ruffed, led a low 
trump to dummy’'s eight, and 
took the risk of playing all three 
of dummy’s high hearts before 
drawing the last outstanding 
trump. South discarded his three 
diamonds on these~ tricks and 
then led the diamond king from 
dummy. 

East covered the diamond king 
with the ace, since he could be 
very sure that South would play 
him for the ace. South ruffed, 
then went back to dummy with a 
trump and led the diamond jack 
through East. This time East 
tried to dissemble by playing low, 
but South had made up his mind 
that the ace and queen of dia- 
monds were a vital part of East's 
double and so South simply di: 
carded a club. On the next dia- 
mond lead, East's queen was 
ruffed away by declarer, who 
then returned to dummy for the 
third time to discard his remain- 
ing clubs on the established dia- 
monds. 

To repeat, South took a slight 
risk by not drawing the second 
trump immediately, but his deci- 
sion to go all out was well re- 
warded when he collected three 
overtricks, each worth 200 points!
